London, Nov. 11.—The dispatch of the 
Associated 1‘res* from Washington yes¬ 
terday confirming the statement made in 
these dispatches that Japan had indicat¬ 
ed her willingness to entertain peace sug¬ 
gestions from King Edward or President 
Roosevelt created much interest here. 

Baron llnyashi, the Japauese iniuister, 
said to-day: 

“After the fall of Port Arthur, Japan 
would, I believe, bo ready to treat for 
peace oi* no higher essential basis than 
that Russia should evacuate Manchuria, 
Japan also agreeing similar evacuation. 
The two great difficulties in the way ol 
any suggestion of peace are: 

“First—The apparent opposition of 
Emperor Nicholas’s advisers to a settle¬ 
ment of auy kind. 

“Second—Tlie preservation of Russian 
prestige. When a nation’s prestige, if 
not gone, is severely impaired, it is a dif¬ 
ficult matter, pveu with the best of inten¬ 
tions, to preserve it.” 

The Associated Press learns that 
Queen Alexandra has been in constant 
communirntion with the Dowager Em¬ 
press of Russiu and Emperor Nicholas 
himself during the last few days. Hds 
is interpreted here as a hopeful sign, nnd 
as possibly likely to lead, though not in 
the immediate future, to the establishj- 
ment of some modus vivendi whereby 
step* looking to arbitration might be 
initiated without offence to Russia. 

The reiteration of the American state 
department determination uot to inter¬ 
vene except on request from both of the 
belligerents tallies with the official atti¬ 
tude of the British government, but It is 
thought that before long some method 
may privately be advised whereby this 
diplomatic barrier to action will be over¬ 
come. 

Baron Hayashi this morning had no 
news from Port Arthur, and discredited 
the rumors of its capitulation.

New York, Nov. 11.—According to the 
Tribune Obcut 8. Strauss, who is a mem¬ 
ber of The Hague tribunal, when asked 
yesterday if he saw any significance in 
the reference in -the speech of Lord 
Lunsdowne at the Lord Mayor's banquet 
in Loudon to the “widely prevalent de¬ 
sire” that arbitration might be resorted 
to in the case of the present war in the 
Far East, said: 

“I have long had the impression that 
we shall wake up some morning to find 
that through the good offices of Great 
Britain, with the tacit consent of signa¬ 
tory powers to the treaty of Berliu, au 
arrangement lias been agreed upon by 
which the near Eastern and the Far 
Eastern questions have been settled by 
one stroke. Tliut is to say, that Russia 
will have come to on agreement with 
Great Britain, and, secondarily, with the 
signatory powers, for having free access 
to the sen through the Dardanelles in 
return for which a permanent adjust¬ 
ment of the Afghan boundary nnd Great 
Britain's domination of the Persian Gulf 
will be granted, and that in the Far East 
Japan’s sphere of influence will be 
recognised in Korea, while Manchuria, 
with certain rights to Japan secured, 
will revert to China. This done, the 
peace of the world will be insured, cer- 
to inly for our generation, and by the 
end of that time the nations will have 
become so accustomed to availing them¬ 
selves of The Hague tribunal that wars 
will be largely eliminated.” 

“What is yosir reason for so optimistic 
a view?" Mr. Strauss was asked. 

‘“There Is every reason for such optim¬ 
ism.’’ he said. "The peace Idea is upper¬ 
most in the minds of the cabinets of 
Europe, ns well as in the minds of the 
people. The desire mr peace has been 
awakened and strengthened by President 
Roosevelt's decision in response to the 
resolution of the inter-parliamentary 
union, to convoke a second peace con- 
I gresa in accordance with the wish ex- 
I pressed and the plan outlined by The 
Haem* conference of 1800. 1 have from 
the beginning maintained that some 
phases of this Far Eastern situation, 
sooner or later. will have to come before 
The Hague tribunal, ns the interest of 
neutral nations nowadays is such that 
they cannot permit either *4 two com¬ 
batants to exact such terms, especially 
when territory is considered, as the vic¬ 
tor may be powerful enough to insist 
upon.” 


Home time* ago, in the course of nn il¬ 
lustrated article on the water supply of 
the city, the Times intimated that it 
would not be long before the people were 
naked <to render their verdict on a propo¬ 
sition or propositions calculated to ef¬ 
fectually dispose of this nil important 
question.

This will be the arena in 
which will be decided the goodness or 
badness of the contention advanced by 
some, including the city solicitor, accord¬ 
ing to his report some time ago, that 
the city had a legal right to the GoH- 
streain water. 

Goldstream has an altitude of nearly 
500 feet, and a supply from this source 
would hare a pressure that would give 
the higher levels mf this city all the 
water required. It is true the cost of 
laying a main would probably be in the 
neighborhood of half a million dollar*, 
but it should 1 be remembered that no 
pumping would lie necessary', no filter 
bed* would be required, nnd this would 
represent a most material saving. But 
fhe council recognises that no matter 
which plan the people may ndopt. It 
will have to be extensive enough to keejv 
abreast of fhe city’s growth, so that 
within a certain number of years, from 
the time of It* installation, it will be un¬ 
necessary to resort to nn expedient to 
tide the town over until still another 
scheme is evolved, a* is the case to-day. 


Bt. Petersburg, Nov. 11.—Referring to 
Lord Lnnsdowne’s arbitration suggestion, 
n prominent official of the foreign office 
expressed the opinion to fhe Associated 
Press that such an offer even coming 
from Japan could not possibly be ac¬ 
cepted.

THE ATTITUDE OF 

FRANCE ON QUESTION. 

Paris, Nor. 11.—3.06 p.m.—The otfl- 
ciato here profess to be unaware of the 
reported joint mediation movement in 
Groat Britain, France and the United 
States. It is pointed ont that the main 
features of the situation are these: Ja¬ 
pan is evidently weary of the war, and 
desirous of re-cstnbibbing peace. Japan 
naturally looks to Great Britain aud the 
United States to assist toward a cessa¬ 
tion of hostilities. France, as the ally 
of 'Russia, has no influence w ith Japan, 
but ha* influence ut St. Petersburg, 
whereas Great Britain and the United 
States do not exert strong influence at 
St. Petersburg. Therefore France’s 
only activity in such a joint effort would 
be at St. Petersburg. But this involves 
consideration relating to Russia’s rela¬ 
tions with European powers. France does 
not desire to exert influence on Russia 
which would be distasteful to her or 
tend to weaken the alliance. In fact 
some of the reports of Fra nee’s, inten¬ 
tion to influence Russia are attributed 
to certain European political quarters, 
which are seeking to break the Franco- 
Runsian alliance in order to profit there¬ 
by to Frauce’s detriment. Therefore 
France will nse the utmost circumspec¬ 
tion concerning any joint movement. Her 
role will be solely to influence Russia In 
a manner Which she does not regard as 
contrary to her interests. 

Several newspapers print categorical 
denials of the statement of Sir Thomas 
Barclay, that Ambassador Cambon, the 
French ambassador in London, after 
conferring with Lord Lansdowne, came 
to Paris to discuss Anglo-French media¬ 
tion. The officials also say that Sir 
Thomas Barclay’* statement is purely 
speculative.

He hold that Mr. Dunsmnlr had no more 
to do with thia^Ttinn any other citizen. 
The only purpose of meeting with Mr. 
Duusmuir was to find if the luttor had 
any arrangement' with the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment by which he had auy claim on 
the land. 

Mr. Lugrin explained that Premier 
McBride knew of no arrangement giving 
Mr. Duusmuir claims on any part of the 
land. The Premier had suggested to the 
committee that it might confer wifh Mr. 
Dunsuiuir on that subject. 

Mr. Morie.v held that the provincial 
government alone had power to deal wJth 
this matter, fhe Dominion having relegat¬ 
ed it to them.

Janies Duusmuir. It was deemed wise 
I to find whether or not the latter had any 
I claim upon any part of the reserve by 
any existing agreement. It bad lieen 
found impossible to get all these parties 
, together yet. 

Asked how the matter stood. Mr. 
Lugrin explained that according ft* the 
last communication from Ottawa to the 
provincial government ns represented to 
the committee by Premier McBride and 
lion. It. G. Tntlow, the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment agreed to surrender to the prov¬ 
ince two sections of land oik* of 25 acres 
north of the Point Ellice bridge and 
! another of 17% acres below the bridge. 
The province wfts then t*» provide a new- 
reserve, the sale of the remaining part of 
the reserve to go in this direction, and 
the proceeds left over to be put to the 
credit of the Indians. 

The committee sought to get the block 
of land below the bridge, the city in re¬ 
turn to get n new reserve. The other 
section north of Point Ellice bridge was 
to go to the city free, and to Ik* devoted 
to park purposes. The remaining part

Board ol Trade Discussed Harbor Im¬ 
provements. Indian Reserve and 
Other Questions.

Tlie board of It a lie held a very inter¬ 
esting meeting last evening. There was 
a large attendance, and before adjourn¬ 
ment A. J. Morley alluded to thi* fact, 
urging that the only way in which to 
have full attendance* at the meeting* 
was to bold ibem in the evening. 

A discussion of the proposed closing of 
Rock Bay bridge took place, and against 
it the board protected strongly. The 
committee having in hand the Songhees 
Indian reserve question gave a state¬ 
ment as to the standing of it' at the pre¬ 
sent time. The committee was author¬ 
ized to proceed with its work. A report 
from the committee on the question of 
(lu> amalgamation of the Vancouver 
Island and Mainland board* of.under¬ 
writers was received. The question of 
the improvement of the outer harbor j 
canto tip, and a resolution iu favor of ask¬ 
ing the Dominion government to api*oint 
an engineer to go into the proposed im¬ 
provements was passed. 

The first business last night was tlie 
discussion of the proposed removal of the 
Rock Bay bridge. This was introduced 
by means of a communication from 
Simon Leiacr, asking that the l*oard take 
steps to prevent the closing of this means 
of traffic. 

Jos. Say ward represented that the 
taking away of the bridge would be n 
great inconvenience to residents of Vic¬ 
toria West and elsewhere. He quoted 
from n letter written by his firm iu 1898, 
in which the offer was made of slabs 
free of charge sufficient to build a 
taining wall 15 feet high and 8 feet wide 
nml to furnish refuse for filling so ns to 
shorten the length of the bridge. His 
firm regarded the bridge as of great 
value to them. The taking down of it 
would work n lists of trade to them in 
addition to being a loss to business men 
of Johnson and Store streets. 

H. Dallas Hehnckeu recognized that 
the bridge was an expensive one to keep 
np. Nevertheless it wonld he an incon¬ 
venience to have it removed. 

Wdlter Walker thought that if some¬ 
thing were done along the line suggested 
by Mr. Hayward to shorten the bridge it 
might overcome the objection* to this. 

W. J. Hanna wanted to know if the 
council did not have in view the extend¬ 
ing of Johnson street by way of a bridge. 

An ton Henderson thought that if there 
was necessity for a bridge twenty-four 
yt*arg ago there was greater need of it 
now. The filling in to snpply a roadway 
it appeared was for the convenience of 
fhe tramway company, ne thought pro- 
! perty owners in that vicinity had a good 
ground for objection. He thought that 
a short bridge might be pu^t across to tlie 
street near Lemon & Gonnason’a mill. 

Mr. Helmcken moved in favor of the 
board of trade protesting against the re¬ 
moval of the bridge. 

C. H. Lugrin pointed out that' work¬ 
men employed in Snyward’s mill and the 
Machinery Depot would be put to great 
inconvenience if this bridge was romoveil.. 

S. S. ShnlloroHN said that the Mayor 
had informed him that the present bridge 
could not be repaired. It would he necea- 
Miry to put tip a new oue, which would 

j cost nt least $10,000. The council should 
I consider the question of the convenience 
i of iiersons living in the vicinity of that 
I bridge nt the same time as the question 
' < f building a now bridge was taken up. 
He proposed that a committee should 
conifer with the city council in this mat¬ 
ter. If the Songhees reserve question 
was settled this would soon be decided. 

Capt. Grant protested against the 
taking away of the bridge. He pointed 
out that the route now occupied by the 
bridge might easily be filled in. and only 
a swing section kept open to be bridged. 

Liixlley Crease alluded to the legal 
■ aspect of the question. He was prepared! 
to protest strongly ngninst' fhe removal 
of the bridge without replacing it by 
another, the exact location of the new 
one to be left an open question. 

Simon Leiser protected strongly 
against* the removal of the bridge. Mem¬ 
bers of the eotuicil pointed oat that they 
could get no satisfaction from the gov¬ 
ernment as to what was to be done in 
that matter. 

T. W. Paterson. M. P. P., pointed out 
that the taking down of fhe bridge would 
be a detriment to the city’s interests. It 
was situated in the manufacturing centre. 
If would have been just as reasonable to 
have done away with the James Bay 
bridge. 

Mr, Pauline did not feel like commit¬ 
ting the board of trade fo the scheme of 
maintaining a wooden bridge as at pre¬ 
sent. He rather favored making a per¬ 
manent way across the bay. 

After further discussion a resolution 


February. 1882, “u|h>u “trust to the express 
use.

That the IK>- 
nrinlou government be nuked to appoint nn 
experienced engineer to report upon the 
bent plan of ext ending, the docking arcum- 
inodntlou for ocean-going vowel* either by 
the construction of a breakwater between 
Holland Point and Brotchle Ledge, is- In 
sneh other manner as may be deemed ad¬ 
visable, and prepare an eatltuntc .of the 
cost of name.” 

Ills Worship the Mayor and boon! of 
aldermen were then notified of this action, 
and that body fully endorsed the same. 

The committee also communicated par¬ 
ticulars of their action to the Hon. Senator 
Tern pieman, who wartiriy supported the 
above resolution, and promised' hi* good 
office* In prevailing upon the government 
to carry out the wlshe* therein expressed.

The Vancouver Island hoard was estab¬ 
lished In 1882, being the first hoard formed 
In British Columbia, and your committee 
feel* that It Is tncumlx'n-t npon the Board 
of TraJe to urge the various companies 
doing badness on Vancouver Island’ not to 
give their support to the effort now being 
mode to procure the abolition of the Van¬ 
couver Island board by Its absorption In a 
new hoard having head office* elsewhere 
nnd without a rating officer stationed on 
the Island. 

It Is hoped that the companies controlled 
from San Francisco, In view of the strong 
feeling width has .been evinced, and of 
which they were possibly unaware at the 
time they made their recommendations, 
will agree to the withdrawal of the amal¬ 
gamation proposal, especially as it appears 
to harve arisen chiefly through the question 
of Increased salary to an offlrtnl of another 
board. 

It may be that concerted action will be¬ 
come advisable In favor of those companies 
which undertake not to support or Join an 
amalgamated board, hat, pending develop¬ 
ments, your committee is of the ©pin'on 
that no further steps on your part are im¬ 
mediately necessary.

The report tvas received. 

The committee having in hand the 
question of increased harbor facilities re¬ 
ported ns follows: 

Oentlemenr—Your special committee ap¬ 
pointed at the quarterly general meeting, 
to whom was referrea a proposal to ex¬ 
tend the wharf accommodation at this port 
to meet the requirements of recently con¬ 
structed vessels to be engaged in the Ori¬ 
ental and other ocean trade, beg leave to 
report as follows: . 

After full cons'derartlon, we decided that 
the most practical plan would be to In¬ 
crease wharfage, commencing from the 
presenf ocean docks eastward In front of 
the Dallas road. For the better protection 
of vessels docking there, s breakwater 
should be constructed between Holland 
Point and Brotdhle Ledge, and possibly 
another breakwater off Macaulay Point. 

This plan Involve* the expropriation of 
the land between Dallas road and the sea, 
which was conveyed.by the crown to the 


standing to the credit of the Iniuti, would 
be utilised In removing and rehabilitating 
the Indian* upon the new reserve, such re¬ 
serve to be furnished by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment free of cu*f. In return for the laud 
which the latter would receive, and the 
reserve to be satisfactory to the depart¬ 
ment. The Dominion government would 
under this arrangement atwolutely own thp 
new Tfaerre, but If then* were any surplus 
money* after rehabilitating the Indians, as 
proceeds of the ok! reserve, the province 
would retain Its reversionary right to such 
surplus.

fuinily, tho lordly capercailzie. A year 
ago fifty-two of these birds were turned 
loose in Algonquin Park, some 200 miles 
from Toronto, and not only had many of 
them withstood the exceedingly severe 
winter of last year, but severhl broods of 
young birds have been seen. Some of 
the birds had been seen 40 utiles distant 
from the point where they had been set 
free at Cash Lake or Canoe Lake, the 
park headquarter*.

At last the American farmer is coming 
Into his inheritance. He is going to do 
this without the formation of a trust or 
a combiue. For years the protected 
manufacturer tins had ttm better of the 
unprotected tiller of the soil. Soon nil 
the great industries of the country will 
be upon a level. The United States hns 
about reached the limit of its capacity 
as a producer of wheat. This year it is 
estimated that the country has not raised 
enough to feed its own population. Al¬ 
ready wheat is being imported from Can¬ 
ada. Since the inauguration of the pro¬ 
tective system the farmer has been en¬ 
joying his share of protection—principal¬ 
ly on paper. But if he complained that 
lie was being discriminated against, there 
vfras 25c. n bushel duty on wheat as evi¬ 
dence that he enjoyed benefits in com¬ 
mon with the favored] manofneturer. It 
is true the advantage to him of the duty 
might have seemed unreal as loug as 
there was no necessity for the importa¬ 
tion of agricultural products, when he 
was feeding millions of hungry people in 
Europe out of his immense surplus. But 
then there was the duty. ^Tt proved that 
the intention of the legislators was.good; 
that their purposes were houest and 
honorable; that in as far ns Idy in their 
power they were anxious to give all 
classes the benefits of protection. 

The elevation of the former to a place 
among the tariff beneficiaries must, how¬ 
ever. have a depressing effect upon tho 
condition of another class, to wit: the 
consumers generally. The’ masses who 
toil for their daily bread have been led 
tj| believe that their condition would be 
that of the downtrodden and oppressed 
workers of Europe bdt for the shield of 
pA>tection afforded by the tariff. The 
condition* which at present may be only 
temporary, but which in the future must 
bak-ome settled and permanent, are thus 
discussed by a New York contemporary: 
“pomo commotion has been caused in 
(twin trade circles by the 'bonding' of- 
certain large Minneapolis flour mills, so 
as to penuit them to import Canadian 
wfeegt, and after grinding it, to export 
that wheat to Europe in the form of 
flour. This recourse is admitted to be 
unusual, and is ascribed to three facts: 
First, that last summer's blight on the 
Bed River Valley wheat fields has made 
the desirable grades of milling wheat 
unusually scarce; second, that specula¬ 
tion has put tlie price of our wheat so 
high that it cannot be used and sent as 
flour to Europe's markets, at a profit; 
and, third, that an immense supply of 
high grade wheat, suitable for the mill¬ 
er’s purpose, may be found across the 
Canadian border. Tlie ‘bonded’ flour¬ 
mill, nndcr government inspection, must 
pay the 25 cents per bushel duty fixed 
by our government on foreign wheat, 
but it gets back all but 1 per cent, of 
this duty when the flour goes out to 
Europe. 

"To bread-enters of fehe United States, 
the price of flour at wholesale, two years 
ago this month, was $4 per barrel. One 
year ago, it was $4.85. At last week’s 
close,.it was $0.40. This high cost of 
flour—which, ns usual, presses most 
heavily on the poorer classes—results 
from the wheat trade conditions above 
described, combined with the fact that 
consumption of wheat, in this country, 
has of late years been increasing rnpid- 
lyjawhile production was decreasing. 
Acroes the Canadian liorder is a wheat 
crop abundantly sufficient to provide 
vr*.t 18 lacking in tlys country’s pro¬ 
duct, and, incidentally, to set a limit to 
tho cornering operations of the Chicago 
speculators. A benevolent government, 
however, knows lx*tter.

COMING TO THE COAST. 

A representative of the big shipping 
firm of Andrew Weir & Co. is on his way 
to Victoria to look Into the outlook for 
trade with Mexico. After visiting Bri¬ 
tish Colombia he will travel down- the 
coast making a tour of .the ports in 
Mexico. It will be remembered that the 
company bare been the successful tend¬ 
erers for the British Columbian and 
Mexican steamer service, called for by 
the government of either country, and 
the trip of the representative mentioned 
is preliminary to the establishment of 
that line. 


Domestic Goal 


—The next regular meeting of the Vic¬ 
toria Tourist Association will be held 
on Tuesday evening. It is understood 
that Secretary Cuthbert has a number 
of matters of considerable importance to 
bring up, nnd a full attendance is de¬ 
sired. At the present time the commit¬ 
tee of management is busy looking after 
finance*, and, as far as can be gathered, 
local merchants are rescinding liberally 
towards the support of the work which 
has done so much to advertise Victoria 
during the piyu two years. Besides this, 
Mr. Cuthbert has a number of proposals 
for increasing the attractions this city 
offers ns n resort for pleasure seekers. 
Other interesting questions will be con¬ 
sidered. 


Is Victoria deriving the best steamer 
service possible from the two steamers, 
tlie Whatcom and Princess Beatrice, 
operating qu the Sound route? The ques¬ 
tion will be answered negatively by 
every one who has occasion fo travel or 
who understands the conditions in this 
city. 

The reason is not but that the ships are 
fuijy up to the requirements of the busi¬ 
ness. but because they are operated on 
the one schedule, both leaving Seattle at 
9.30 in the morning and arriving almost 
together in the afternoon. How this 
works to the detriment of Victoria's in¬ 
terests is not difficult to imagiue, and 
wonder is that the Tourist Association, 
the board of trade or some other public- 
spirited body has not ere this striven to 
secure a different order of things. Indeed 
it is a surprise to some that certain rail¬ 
ways have tolerated the service as long 
as tiiey have. 

Of course the steamers are rivals, and 
they both cling to the same run for busi¬ 
ness reasons, it being claimed that tho 
day trip from Beattie is the most largely 
patronised. But when the business is 
divided os at present it is difficult: to 
understand wherein the special advan¬ 
tages to either are found except in. the 
prospect of one eventually forcing the 
other off the route. 

*The effect on Victoria is serious. The 
two steamers make but one or two con¬ 
nections with all the Eastern and South¬ 
ern trains, which arrive at Seattle dur¬ 
ing the twenty-four hours. For Instance 
a train from Portland reaches Seattle at 
7.16 a. m., ami another from the East, 
the Grent Northern fast mail,. arrives 
there at 9.20 a. m. If tlie latter happens 
to be on time a connection is possible, 
hut daring the winter months when de¬ 
lay* are frequent on all roads the connec¬ 
tion is very doubtful. Therefore the 
Portland train is the only one whose pas¬ 
sengers the Victoria steamers tuny de¬ 
pend on. 

Against these two trains there are the 
Atlantic Express from St. Paul arriving 
at Seattle af 1.15. the Burlington Jraln,

The steamer Lightning was caught in the 
jam below Dawsots and is unable to get 
out. She was carried down stream where 
she is now moored to (lie shore and may 
be saved. Tlie boat has steam up, but 
is in a very perilous position. The flood 
swept 500 cords of wood, worth $5,000, 
from Dawson beach. 

“All city fire engines on scows were 
tom loose when the jam liegan and were 
carried into the river half way across, 
but to-day the ice opened and they were 
brought ashore after several boors’ 
work.”

How Uncensored Message Upset Flan* 
of a Campaign. 


IIow an uncensored correspondent is 
calculated to upset a whole campaign 
may be gathered from the following fact, 
which was once told me by the late Field 
Marshal Blmnenthal, chief of the staff 
to the Crown Prince in.’litt and ’70, and 
to which Moltke himself makes a veiled 
reiaaence in his very bald accouut of the 
Franeo-Gertnan war. 

After Gravalotte and the ensuing in¬ 
vestment of Metz, the German armies, 
300.000 strong, on an irregular frontage 
of 50 miles, were sweeping westward 
in live hope of overtaking MncMahon, 
when suddenly the news reached them 
that. Instead of marching on Paris, he 
had struck away northwest by Rheims, 
with the evident intention of relieving 
Rnxame on the Moselle. Great news, 
indeed; in accordance with which the 
Germane “right-wheeled” their 50-mile 
lino from west to north, and ended by 
capturing MacMabon’s entire army, with 
the EmjwTor in its midst, at Sedan. 

But whence, then, had come the mo¬ 
mentous news? From the ubiquitous 
I Uhlans? So, from a Paris telegram to 
I n London. papei^-I think it waa the 
Daily New*—which had at once been 
forwarded to Berlin and thence to 
Moltke. 

Another incident will show how the 
press may be used, not for the buttress¬ 
ing, hut for tbe deceiving of an enemy. 
The story is toM in his recently publish¬ 
ed “Recollections” by Major-General 
Tulloch, one of the most acute “intelli¬ 
gence officers," of whom the British 
army could ever boast since the days 
of Colquhoun Grant. Major Tulloch, 
who acted as chief “intelligence officer” 
to Sir Garnet Wotoeley on his Egyptian 
expedition of *82, learned that Arabl 
was receiving from London a daily sum¬ 
mary of all the correspondents’ tele¬ 
grams ns to the movements of our forces.
